NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—An or­ 
ganized plan to frustrate ratifica­ 
tion of th© Lausanne treaty by the 
United States senate was taken at 
the Yale Club today by a group of 
Influential Americans 
headed 
by 
James W. Gerard, former ambas­ 
sador to Germany, and now chair­ 
man of the American committee for 
the independence of Armenia. 
A memorandum previously signed 
by IOO statesmen, high army of­ 
ficers, church officials, editors and 
foreign relief workers was approved 
for presenation to President Cool­ 
idge. secretary of State Hughes, 
and individual senators before w'hom 
the treaty will come for ratifica­ 
tion at the forthcoming session of 
congress. 
The document charges that the 
state department's envoys at Lau­ 
sanne sacrificed to Mustapha Kemal 
the rights of American citizens in 
Turkey, and threw overboard the 
Armenian people whom this coun­ 
try was pledged to protect—in ex­ 
change for the Chester concessions 
j to a few* American business men, 
since transferred to alien control. 
“It 
is 
morally an indefensible 
treaty,” said the memorandum. 
“It 
is an utterly humiliating and pur­ 
poseless treaty. It surrenders every 
American right in Turkey. It rend­ 
ers im p o ssib le the continuance of 
American education 
and 
philan­ 
thropic enterprises in that country. 
It ignores our solemn pledge to 
Armenia. 
“The 
economic 
concessions 
it 
purports to secure for a few Ameri­ 
cans are now* admitted to be of 
I dubious value, and have already 
been transferred into alien hands.” 
The trsaty is attacked on sewn 
points, signers of the memorandum 
asserting that:

“Our nationals in Turkey are to 
be deprived of the protection of 
the 
American 
consular courts—a 
prerogative they have enjoyed since 
1832—and made subject to the no­ 
toriously corrupt Turkish police and 
court.s 
“Our misionary institutions 
in 
Turkey are to be likewise subject 
to Turkish law’s. 
“The question of indemnities suf­ 
fered by Americans through arbi­ 
trary and illegal acts is left for 
later discussion. Our merchant ves­ 
sels may, as in the past, pass 
through the 
Dardanelles 
which, 
however, may be closed at the will 
of the Turks, as w’as done in 1914. 
“Our 
archaeologists 
enjoy 
the 
same rights that are enjoyed by 
Turkish archaeologists. 
This only 
| requires the comment that there 
■ never have been any Turkish arch­ 
aeologists. 
“The open door—we resume our 
former privilege to trade with an 
interest in Turkey. The importance 
of that privilege may be gauged by 
the fact that in 1913, when Turkey s 
estimated population was 17,500,000 
American exports 
to the 
county 
amounted to $3,313,821 or 16 cents 
per capita. 
The population of Tur­ 
key nowr is only about 5,000,000, 
“Protected minorities are to en­ 
joy the ’protection’ of Turkish laws 
—as in the past. 
Since 1774 Tur­ 
key has solemnly agreed 
in 21 
international documents, to protect 
the christians.”

Attack Made Upon The 
Protectionist Policy . 
of Government.

LONDON, Nov. 24.^-The most ar­ 
resting feature thus far of the pres­ 
ent election campaign occurred to­ 
night. when a public reconciliation 
between Herbert Asquith and David 
Lloyd George, after about 
seven 
years estrangement was staged 
in 
Paisley, where the tw’o former pre­ 
miers to every accompaniment of 
liberal enthusiasm 
appeared 
to 
speck on the same platform in Mr. 
Asquith’s constituency. 
Premier Baldwin, it was remarked 
by those present, could 
scarcely 
have foreseen what but 
a 
few 
months ago seemed such an im­ 
probable event when he decided to 
dissolve parliament and appeal to 
tho country. 
The town hall, the 
scene of the meeting, holds 3,000 
persons but fully 10,000 struggled 
for admission. 
The hall wras un­ 
comfortably crowded, but the dis­ 
comfort did not prevent the gather­ 
ing from giving the two statesmen 
tremendous ovations. 
In introduc­ 
ing the speakers, the chairman said 
the marriage of the liberal party 
had been celebrated in London but 
the honeymoon was to be spent in 
Scotland. 
Mr. Asquith rising to his feet 
first, spoke rather briefly, remark­ 
ing that he shared the impatience 
of his constituents in awaiting Mr. 
Lloyd George’s address. 
“In the presence of my right 
honorable friend and colleague,” he 
added. “I may say that his presence 
here is conclusive and sincere evi­ 
dence that we are all one.” 
Ther? Lloyd George, replying after 
a storm of cheers and the singing 
Of “For He’s a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
said: 
“It has been a deep and sincere 
grief to me that w’e ever separat­ 
ed. 
It Is a real and sincere joy to 
me to find ourselve 
on the same 
platform 
and side-by-side 
in 
the 
same battle.” 
The remainder of his speech con­ 
stituted an attack upon protection­ 
ist policy of the government. 
Mr. Lloyd George 
had 
spoken 
earlier in the day in Glasgow, mak­ 
ing his theme a severe attack on 
Premier Baldwin’s 
foreign 
policy 
and a repetition of his strictures 
against the premier for his share in 
funding the debt to America. 
Thin 
he characterized as a “foolish set­ 
tlement,” insinuating that Mr. Bald­ 
win had been bluffed by the Ameri­ 
cans. 
This question of unding debt is 
becoming rather a favorite subject 
for Mr. Baldwin’s opponents, who 
elaborate on the theme that through 
It the British tax-payer is paying 
the American’s income tax, this be­ 
ing a reference to the report of the 
probable reduction in the amount of 
that tax in the United States. 
The end of the first week of 
electioneering finds the liberal and 
labor parties if anything less con­ 
fident, while the conservatives are 
much more optimistic over their 
chances than they were on entering 
the campaign. 
This change 
of 
feeling is due to the now acknowl­ 
edged fact that there is not the 
slightest chance of an agreement 
between the two free trade parties, 
liberal and labor, for the allocation 
of seats to avoid a split ani i, three 
cornered contest.

To Give Up One Place. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 4 —Senator 
Cummins of Iowa, prominent pro- 
tempore of the senate, and chairman 
of the senate interstate commerce 
committee, will relinquish 
one of 
these places. He now is considering 
which it shall be, and is expected to 
communicate his decision to republi­ 
can leaders early next week. 
Some of Senator Cummins closest 
friends expect his to decide to retain 
the chairmanship of the interstate 
c o n f e r e e committee which he has 
held for a number of years, railroad 
legislation is one of the more impor­ 
tant issues facing the new congress 
and they believe his services in tram 
ing and directing such legislation 
on the floor will be of value. 
Should Mr. Cummins relinquish the 
chairmanship, Senator La Follette of 
Wisconsin, a leader of the republi­ 
can progressive group, would be next 
in line for the chairmanship under 
the age-old seniority rule. 
While 
efforts may be made to break this 
rule, some of the majority leaders 
say frankly this would not be poss­ 
ible if the democrats insisted on its 
observanse. 
If Senator Cummins withdraws as 
a candidate to succeed himself as 
the presiding officer of the senate 
the field will be open at the senate

Senator Curtis of Kansas, the re­ 
publican whip, and Senator Moses 
of New Hampshire are among those 
suggested for the place.

Grafting Cotton to Tree 
Makes Crops Richer 


Crafting a single cotton plant to the 
root of a mulberry tree has produced 
900 bolls, or pods, where formerly 40 
was a good crop. The process, an in­ 
vention of a southern plant breeder, is 
being widely watched because of the 
possibilities it offers in reducing the 
cost of cotton. Some of these grafted 
plants are nearly 8 feet tall and have 
welt-developed fibers, railed staples. 
Ih e production rate is greatly in­ 
creased. three mother plants giving 
about 60 pounds of seed cotton, or four 
balei per aura. ——

Make Explosive from Sawdust 


A new explosive compound in which 
ordinary sawdust replaces the nitro­ 
glycerin used in most high explosives, 
has recently been announced by the 
chemistry department of the Univer­ 
sity of Washington. 
It is estimated 
that the explosive can be made to sell 
at about one-third the cost of commer­ 
cial dynamite, as neither the am­ 
monium nitrate, which forms 80 per cent 
of the mixture, nor the sawdust making 
up the balance, is an expensive mate­ 
rial. 
It is claimed to be practically 
smokeless and that the fumes do not 
cause physical inconvenience to the 
user; that it can only be exploded by 
detonation, that it does not require 
thawing, and does not burn readily. 4

WASHINGTON, Nor. 24 — Regula­ 
tion of the Common carrier opera­ 
tions of motor vehicles in the public 
interest, not only by the states and 
municipalities but by 
the 
federal 
government, is one of the measures 
advocated by the Motor Transport 
Committee, designated by the Cham­ 
ber of 
Commerce 
of 
the 
United 
States, in a report it has submitted 
to the President, Julius H. Barnet. 
"So long as a considerable part of 
motor transportation is 
left In 
the 
hands of operators who know little 
of cost accounting, 
the 
committee 
says, "and to make and break rates 
every day and are forced out of bus­ 
iness when their trucks wear out, the 
service will remain 
undependable 
and the public will be unable to real­ 
ize the full 
posibllities 
of 
motor 
transport,even though it may derive 
temporary benefit from charges be­ 
low cost. The railroads, on the other 
hand, will not be ab le to withdraw 
from unprofitable service and save a 
large expense 
due to 
unnecessary 
stations and station personnel until 
the public is assured of reliable and 
continuous truck service. 
"To establish motor haulage on a 
sound basis and determine more de­ 
finitely its economic range, the ser­ 
vice must be organized and backed 
by responsible capital. 
Such capi­ 
tal will demand full knowledge of all 
of the elements of the cost of opera­ 
tion. 
"And if common-carrier trucks are 
permanently to form a part of our no­ 
tional transportation scheme, com­ 
mon-carrier regulation is vitally nec­ 
essary. 
This is developed more Bil­ 
ly in a later section of the report. 
"It is evident that lf the motor 
vehicle is to supplant the steam or 
electric railroad in good weather, it 
must supply the service throughout 
the entire year 
and 
over definile 
routes at stated times. 
This indi­ 
cates that the motor vehicle perform­ 
ing the service should secure a certi­ 
ficate of convenience and necessity 
from the duly constituted public au­ 
thority and should be 
required 
to 
give continuous service. 
It also na­ 
turally implies that the state or local 
government must remove snow and 
otherwise maintain the highways in 
passable condition 
at 
all times as 
part of the highway maintenance. 
"The requirement 
of 
continuous 
service can obviously be applied only 
to the common-carrier motor vehicle. 
It is not feasible or desirable to in­ 
terfere with the trader’s right either 
to move his goods on his own trucks 
or to contract with private truck op­ 
erators."

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 24.—The pol­ 
itical pendlum will swing to the dem­ 
ocratic party in the coming election, 
Mrs. Benton McMillin, national dem- 
cratic committee woman from Ten­ 
nessee, predicted in the opening ad­ 
dress at the first session of the third 
regional conference 
of 
democratic 
women In session here yesterday. 
The election is but one short year 
off, she said. 
"The eyes of the na­ 
tion are upon the democratic party, 
for it is going to be a democratic 
year, and the eyes of the democratic 
Tarty are upon the women of the 
party." 
Mrs. McMillin assailed the republi­ 
can party, asking: "Will we set our 
face against this republican program 
of Teapot Dome 
scandals; of traf­ 
ficking in 
government oil 
lands; 
doling out postoffice patronage for 
campaign contributions; the flagrant 
disregard of civil service laws and 
shameful return to the system, with 
all its attendant evils?" 
She 
stated 
the 
Democratic 
woman’s platform was for "the peace 
of the world; for judicious child la­ 
bor laws; a revision 
of the 
tariff 
downward and strict enforcement of 
the law.’* 
"The present republican policy of 
enormously high 
tariff 
protection 
means isolation, 
commercially and 
spiritually. It is now hampering and 
will destroy our merchant marine," 
Mrs. McMillin said. 
"It 
diminishes 
our foreign trade. 
It says to Europe 
‘You will pay us w’hat you owe us; 
but you have to 
climb 
over the 
Chinese wall of tariff legislation to 
do it. We will take, but we will not 
give. 
We shut you out and we shut 
ourselves in.’ ” 
In answer to the republican claim 
that the present administration has 
reduced 
taxation, 
Mrs. 
McMillin 
said: 
"The reduction made by it were 
the repeal of the excess profit tax 
which relieved big corporations and 
the multi-millionaires of $150,000,000 
taxes a year; and a reduction in the 
higher sur taxes which relieved the 
same class of $61,500,000. 
But their 
idol, high tariff taxes, remains wor­ 
shipped and unhurt.’*

BARDE AND HIS 
WRITINGS PAID 


Dead Journalist Who Be­ 
gan Career In Sedalia 
A Nature Lover 


Mrs. C. C Williams, of Fifth street 
and Massachusetts avenue, has re­ 
ceived a clipping taken from 
the 
Oklahoma City Oklahoman, 
written 
by Jennie Harris Oliver, in which 
the writer tells the sto ry of “The 
Barde of Doby Walls”. 
The “Barde of Doby Walls”, as 
referred to by the writer, is the 
late FTed Barde, a brother of Mrs. 
Williams, and a son of the late Mil­ 
ton Barde, who for many years resi­ 
ded in this city. 
The son, Fred, 
began his newspaper career on the 
Sedalia Democrat, later 
going 
to 
Kansas City, and from there to Ok­ 
lahoma, "where he gained a reputa­ 
tion as a noted "writer. 
In the article, Judge Horner, who 
built Doby Walls, a small stone 
house, located in the woods six miles 
from Guthrie, tells of Barde’s visits 
to the quite place, where much of 
bis writing was don$. 
In speaking of Barde Judge Hor­ 
ner said, “His big dream was a 
complete history of the country. He 
had all the dates, the photographs, 
the grogeous padding at hand "when 
he-he died. 
Some one told me that 
our historical society in Oklahoma 
City gave thousands for his unfinish­ 
ed work. 
The things he did finisn 
seem to sort of linger and shine. 
Magazines 
are 
referring 
to 
his 
brown and gold book as the most 
poetic thing of its kind ever be­ 
tween covers.” 
“He did love music,” he addetL 
“All nature played for him. 
I’vP 
seen him lean and watch and listen 
by his whimsical smile I knew that 
he saw the wind’s 
strange 
form 
seated at Its organ. Saw the cricket 
bent to its zither, the locust with Ha 
cello, the very dullmer of the water­ 
fall all a low strumming accompan­ 
ist to the coyote’s tenor, the basso 
profundo of the frogs, 
the 
color­ 
atura notes of the mocking bird. In 
many ways Doby Walls meant more 
to Fred Pard© that any other place. 
He was a sensitive man, and life 
had its angles. 
The only angles 
there are rocks.' 
“I used to fancy that when we 
started from town the forest’s green 
fingers reached across to grip the 
man’s. 
I know the rabbits hopped 
to meet him, wings clipped his very 
face. 
Even a certain slope of cone 
flowers' beaten gold, sent out little 
runners of resin. 
I never saw an­ 
other as responsive. He caught the 
tiptoe of spriiig. 
He knew the in­ 
stant that summer lay dead. 
When 
nature spoke, his soul almost burst 
in answer. 
I’ve seen him dan^e 
and shout in the woods in shoer 
pagan Joy. 
“I thought of 
Frederick 
Barde, 
poet, brother of the wild, and wond­ 
erful if the place where he has gone 
there is 
anomer 
Doby 
Walls.

thought how he must have askoi 
himself that 
very 
question, 
and 
somehow found the answer. 
Accompanying the article was a 
likeness of the late Mr. Barde at 
work at Doby Walls. 


“When a 
young man”

that such a club, composed of good 
clean young men, is a wonderful as­ 
set to a community, for upon the 
younger generation depends the solv- 
ing of the problems of the future. 
The speaker declared that what 
the world needs today is the practi­ 
cal application of religion, or Chris- 
tionity, to every day problems, and 
not a religion that is for Sunday

to a prepared newspaper advertis­ 
ing service developed by his di­ 
vision comprising copy to meet 
their requirements for a year’s ad­ 
vertising schedule. 
“It is my firm conviction that 
banks can use newspaper advertis­ 
ing with great success,” Mr. More­ 
house said. 
“Newspapers go into 
the homes—by their use as a me­ 
dium the people of a whole com­ 
munity may be reached in a single 
day. 
Because a bank cannot di­ 
rectly trace a large volume of new 
business to newspaper advertising 
does not prove that the medium is 
Ineffective as a business-builder. 
“The fact that there are certain 
kinds 
of 
newspaper 
advertising 
which do not produce good results 
ought not to brand the medium aa 
Ineffective any more than the fact 
that because a certain booklet or 
certain 
business - building 
letter 
fails to pull would warrant you in 
branding all booklets and all let­ 
ters as non-productive mediums. 
How to Advertise 
“Newspaper advertising must be 
attractive and easily read if it is 
to produce good results. 
If the 
subject presented is not to the 
point, Is too deeply Involved for 
the average mind to grasp readily, 
is too full of big and uncommon 
words, it is only natural that it 
will not be read. 
If bank adver­ 
tising is to accomplish its pur* 
pose it must be very simple. 
“Discuss only the subjects which 
will make it easy for the public to 
patronize your bank. 
Advertise 
your bank, Its financial stability, its 
officers, directors and stockholders, 
and you will build prestige and 
strengthen 
public 
confidence 
in 
your institution. 
Enumerate the 
various kinds of service your bank 
Is prepared to render. It has been 
my experience that the public is 
on 
the lookout for information 
about banks, banking methods and 
the kinds of service rendered by 
banks. 
For quick results I am a 
firm believer in sticking to sub­ 
jects which have a direct bearing 
on banks, banking methods and 
service, until the public has be­ 
come better informed about banks 
and the wide variety of services 
rendered by them. 
A New Plan 
“If you have not been successful 
with newspaper advertising, try 
this plan. 
Confine your advertis­ 
ing within the scope of banking 
and especially enumerate the va­ 
rious services which your bank is 
prepared to offer. Bolt down every 
advertisement 
to 
one 
hundred 
words or less, preferably less. Use 
headings which arouse interest at 
a glance. 
For example, a head 
‘INTEREST FROM DATE’ will in­ 
spire action on the part of persons 
with idle funds to deposit because 
interest starts from the time sav­ 
ings accounts are opened. A head­ 
ing ‘PROTECTION FOR 
YOUR 
VALUABLES’ will Inspire action 
on the part of persons In need of 
protection.”

more to do with his proposition, as 
it is evident that he is fostering a 
fraudulent promotion.

or cross-country walk.

the way of Physical Training.

will make no mistake to follow’ the 
advice of Dr. Henry 
Curtis,

determine the choice of 
activities. 


J First, that they train muscles and 
co-ordinate which we need to use,

| This w hole question of building up 
of a strong physique is an economic 
one, bearing directly on the indus­ 
trial power of the individual, and 
upon community expenditures for 
hospitals and other institutions for 
j the care of the dependant and dis- 
: abled classes. 
“The late world war showed that 
one third of our young men were 
. unfit for military service on ac­ 
count of physical defects. 
The re- 
I suit has been a new movement for 
physical education 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Thirty three states in the 
1 union have put physical training In­ 
to their statutes. 
The departments 
| now being organized are new and 
are called by various names. Depart­ 


ment of Hygiene and Physical Train­ 
ing Is the common name. 
In physi­ 
cal education the tendency has been 
away from calisthenics and gymnas­ 
tics in the direction of organized 
play and sports. Missouri has been 
one of the foremost states to pass 
physical education laws. 
The diffi­ 
culty in carrying out the state law’ 
is largely in the fact that there are 
few trained physical directors and 
that most of the teachers have had 
neither experience nor training 
in 
organizing ph>sical activities. 
“Let us hope that in the near 
future supervised play and recrea­ 
tion will be provided for the pre­ 
sent and future citizens of America. 
May physical training influence all 
boys and girls to develop physically, 
mentally and morally . What ever 
else future America may attain let 
her have reverent, pure patriotic, 
truthful obedient, and healthy citi­ 
zens.”

The document 
will be sent to the printer probably 
early next w*eek. 
White House officials in making 
known that th© message will pre­ 
sent definite recommendations and 
contain little in the way of argu 
ments in support of these recom­ 
mendations said Coolidge expected 
his suggestions to Congress to be 
acceptable as sound on their face. In 
as much as arguments and impres­ 
sions will be absent, the message is 
expected to be rather brief. 
Very little definite information
